ON HEADLIGHTS 


1 An aetive campaign against 
motorists who operate their 
automobiles on San Bernardino 
County highways with defec- 
tive lights is being carried on 
by the San Bernardino County 
Motor Patrol. This action of 
the patrol will continue thru- 
out the year, Captain Jay 
Boone of the county motor pa- 
trol has announced. ‘ 

During past months there 
has been no regular inspection 
of lights, but on each oce asion 
when motorists were checked 
for defective lights, scores of 
arrests were made. 

The county patrol is equip- 
ped with a test board, which 
is set up in the road. The mo- 
torist will be required ‘to drive 
his machine up to the board 
and if the rays of its lamps 
do not fall on the lines of the 
board which show the correct 
focus the motorist will be plac- 
ed under arrest. 

Pass Tests Says Captain 

Tickets will be given all mo- 
torists whose lights do not pass 
the test, Captain Boone said. 
These tickets are to be present- 
ed to ‘the justice in the town- 
ship in which the arrest is 
made, The justice will, in the 
first offense, probably exctse 
the driver provided in the 
meantime he has gone to an of- 
fieial testing station and had 
his lights adjusted and pos- 
sessed a certificate to show 
that this has been done. 

Failure of the motorists 
with a ticket to appear in jus- 
tice court with the correct pa- 
per will mean that a warrant 
will be issued and the motorist 
fined or otherwise dealt with 
for failure to appear, Captain 
Boone declared. 

Motorists who have ecards, 
recently dated, showing that 
‘they have had their lights test- 
ed, will not be excused from 
the tests, Captain Boone said. 
The patrol will test all the 
lights of all the machines and

Total for Season 19.95. Brea Oil Fire 
Turns Rain Drops to a Black Hue 
Slight Damage Offset by Benefit 


Bringing a 5-day storm to a 
close with a spectacular finish, 
Southern California’s record- 
breaking April rain storm 
changed ‘the color of its rain 
drops to an inky blackness as 
it fell over this section during 
the afternoon. 

Lightning struck the Union 
Oil Company tank farm and 
underground reservoirs at Brea 
early yesterday morning and 
set fire to a 750,000 barrel oil 
reservoir. All efforts to stop 
the spread of the flames prov- 
ed fruitless. With the smoke; 
from the fire carrying vast 
quantities of soot over this see- 
tion, the r 
turned 
time. 

A cloud of smoke and flame 
was swirled by a high wind 
over small group of 20 
more homes to the east of the 
‘burning reservoirs at. Brea. 

To the west of the blazing 
pools ‘of oil are two other re- 
750.000 barrels e¢a- 
pacity and 25 surface tanks of 
55,000 barrels each and ‘three 
tanks of distillate, kerosene 
and gasoling of 10,000 barrels 
each. 

Dikes Fail to Hold

of the fire, were abandoned and 
every effort was made to save 
the remaining tanks and reser- 
voirs of oil. Due to the wind, 
it was possible for the fire 
fighters to approach within 50 
feet of the fire on the west, a 
somewhat greater distance on 
the north and south. Dikes of 
earth and corrugated iron were 
thrown up in an attempt to 
shield the remaining storage 
oil.

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Hot Stuffed Eggs 
Served with a tasty sauce make 
a novel dish. Hard-cooked eggs 
are the foundation for all of the 
stuffed-egg dishes. The eggs should 
be placed in plenty of rapidly boil- 
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ing water; cover tightly, remove 
heat and let stand for forty min- 
utes. Pour on cold water to chill 
the eggs thoroughly before remov- 
ing the shells. This method of 
cooking produces a firm but ten- 
der egg and prevents the ugly 
darkened ring which often forms 
about the yolk of a hard-boiled 
egg. Halve the hard-cooked eggs, 
add half a cupful of finely chop- 
ped mushrooms, half a cupful of 
fine soft bread crumbs, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-quarter tea- 
spoonful of white pepper, and a 
liberal dash of chopped parsley 
and paprika. Bind these ingred- 
jents together with a raw e8& 
yolk, heap the whites with the 
filling, and arrange the eggs in a 
shallow baking dish, cover with 
white sauce and bake a nice brown 
in a 450 degree-F. oven. 

For variety, omit the mushrooms 
in preparing the stuffing, and ald 
half a cupful of very finely chop- 
ped chicken, and to the seasoning 
a dash of mace.

Fried Stuffed Eggs 

Is another unusual dish, and a 
most delicious one. Follow the 
directions for hard cooking eggs, 
then halve lengthwise, remove 
yolks and mash well. To six yolks 
add three tablespoonfuls of fine 
soft bread crumbs, a tablespoonful 
of melted butter, half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one-eighth teaspoonful 
of pepper, and a teaspoonful each 
of grated onion and chopped pars- 
ley; blend with a raw egg yolk, 
fill the whites, pressing the stuff- 
ing in well, then put the egg 
halves together. Fasten them at; 
either end with a toothpick and 
roll in fine sifted bread crumbs, in 
beaten egg, then again in the 
bread crumbs, fry in deep fat heat- 
ed to 390 degrees F. as you would 
croquettes. Serve hot, garnished 
with sprigs of parsley, and pass 
tomato sauce.
